The property was acquired through the 
efforts of a committee formed in 19h), 
prominent members of which were three 
Sierra Club representatives=+-Robert Gordon 
Sproul, Norman B, Livermore, and Aubrey | 
Drury. By 1945 $6,000 had been raised to 
match state funds of a like amount, but 


until this year the matter has been held 


in abeyance through illness of Paul Piner 
and his subsequent. death, 

“ork on the park will commence in 1953, 
but the extent of the building program has 
not yet been revealed, An old toll house 
on the property has been destroyed by van- 
dals but it is hoped that the State will 
restore the building, It has also been 
suggested that a replica of the cabin occu- 
pied by Stevenson be erected on the site. 
The rough draft of Stevenson's "Silverado 
Squatters" was written at this spot.
